If the poll is accurate, the large 
undecided bloc increases the imporuincc of 
events such as Monday night’s debate, 
which many voters rely on lo help them 
choose;

another tax-and-spend Democrat. 
The president zestfully piled on, but 
Perot was a reluctant critic, in 
keeping with his professed intention 
to talk about what- he would do, 
which he did with His customary 
briskness and repetition. - •• 

Lchrcr raised the criticism of 
Bush that he was a man who 
responded to problems only when 
they reached a crisis stage. The 
president fell back on his argument 
thot Congress repeatedly hindered 
him, but Clinton called him on his 
denial for months that there was a 
recession that needed a 

governmental ruponse. 

For all the aggressiveness that the 
president showed in the final debate,

If the president is helped by his 
performance, it most likely will be 
because of the manner in which he 
spoke.

The Environmental Protection 
Agency reported that the three- 
year period beginning in 1989 
through 1991 had the best air 
ouality in' urban areas in the last 

There were no Idaho localities 
on the list. ' 

While much of the improvement 
was attributed to cooler weather, 
some new pollution controls on 
automobiles and cleaner gasoline 
helped, officials said. 

The 41..urban.areas complied.for.. 

the first time with federal smog 
standards. Another 13 cities also 
for the first time met federal health 
_ .standards.for carbon, monoxide... 
Both polluuuits ore associated with 
automobile exhaust. 

The EPA said the number of 
urban orcas.violating federal smog 
standards was cut ^m 97 a year • 
ago to S6 in the latest assessment, 
and those violating carbon 
monoxide standards dropped from 
4210-29. \ 

William Rosenberg, the EPA's 
assistant odministrntor t^ air 
programs, estimate that about 30 
million' people live in the areas, 
that had improved air. Never- 
theless, he said, there are still 86 
million people living in regions 
where the air is unhealthy during 
certain times of the year. “Much 
remains to be done in cleaning up 
our nation’s air," Rosenberg told a

._ While no one on Wall Street will 
forget the day tho-Dow-Joncs indus- 
trial average dropped an unthinkable 
508 points. Black Monday, Oct. 19, 
1987, is ancient history now. 

No ceremonies were held to 
-commcmoratcnhc-'crash— The-market- 
didn’t tumble at the mere thought of 
that disastrous moment. In fact, most 
of the reminding about the 
anniversary was done by reporters 
writing anniversary stories, 

"Nobody pays any attention two 
days after anything happens," Mid a 
typicolly cynical trader taking a 
cigarette break in the autumn chill 
outside the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

To be sure, the nation's markets 
were chastened by the crash, which 
evoked memories of 1929 and the 
■ Great Depression, _Change S in_marke t 
operations and reguloiion have made 
Wall Street safer today, though by no 
means a sure thing. 

— The-1 987-crash — which some 
Wall Streeters still euphemistically 
call "the market break" — did help 
transform the securities business. 

Recession-wracked brokerages 
have since laid off more than 50,000 
people, individual investors fled in 
fear, and Congress held sober 
' hearings and enacted legislation to 
improve the markets. 

The consensus is the changes have 

helped, especially "circuit breakers" 
that slow or halt trading during big 
sell-offs. Various speed bumps kick 
in when the Dow is off 50 points, 96 
points, 250 points and 400 (»ints.

LANGLEY. Va; (AP) — The CIA- 

had 25 agenw reporting from Cuba 
during the 1962 missile crisis, that, 
brought the world to the brink of 
nuclear war. 

But intelligence analysis in 
Washington discounted their reports 
of seeing what looked like huge 
missilc-like tubes, believing the 
Soviet military buildup in Cuba was 
purely defensive. 

“The record of intelligence is not 
unblemished in this crisis," Deputy 
CIA Director Adm. William 0. 
Studeman said Monday during an 
unprecedented seminar at CIv^ 
headquarters, where more than 100 
secret documents were made public 
and key nlnvcrs in the crisis shared 


their memories. 

The compilation of documents 
includes notes taken by then-agency 
director John McCone during White 
House crisis meetings, estimates by 
the intelligence community, repons 
— fro nrCuban”agentsrand memoranda' 
coded Ironbork — meaning they were 
based on information from one of the 
most valuable Soviet spies of the 
Cold War, Col. Oleg Penkovsky. 

If the CIA could do it over, 
Studeman said, it would pay more 
attention to the informants reporting 
sightings of Soviet missiles in d^ubo, 
and analyze better how the Soviets 
vic’wed deployment of missiles 
outside their borders. 

I'n fact, the documents and 
rcminiscences'highlighl how-thc 
United States nearly missed the 
deployment of the SS-4 medium- 
range missiles in Cuba until it was 
almost too late. 

" As it was. the deployment only 
became known when a U-2 spy plane 
photographed the launch pads on the 
western third of Cuba on Oct. 14 — 
at least one month alter the first batch 
got to the island. 


;■■■ War.ren- Frank i thcir' with' the 
agency's foreign intelligence branch, 
said much of. the Cuban agent 
reporting was collected in Miami at 
what became the largest CIA station 
in the world. 

The 300-mcmbcr station, located in 
what is now Miami's zoo, collected 
reports from some 25 agents on the 
island, interviewed Cuban refugees, 
and talkcd.to emigres in regular touch 
with their families. 

One report declassified Monday 
was made Sept. 17, 1962 by a 47- 
ycar-old Cuban described as a 
businc^man with four years of 
schooling and of average intelligence. 

The infohnant described driving 
out of Havana and observinu a 


convoy of 16 trucks and eight trailers^ 
seven of which were carrying "what 
looked like huge tubes extending over 
the entire length of the flatbed and 
completely covered with canvas." 
The eighth was carrying what looked 
“like a radar, he said. — 

The CIA received hundreds if not 
thousands of such reports, many of 
which its agents in Miami deemed 
credible, said Frank. 

But analysts in Washington 
dismissed all but a handful as 
unreliable. Several ahalysts said pan 
of the problem was (hat they could 
not understand why the Soviets 
would want to deploy medium-range 
missiles in Cuba. 

A landmark analysis on Sept. 19, 
1962 — also declassified Monday — 
said (he Soviets were only deploying 
anti-aircrafl missiles in Cuba to deter 
a possible U.S. invasion cfTon in the 
wake of the botched Bay of Pigs 
landing the year before.

Big East commissioner calls 
brawl an ‘embarrassment’ 

JdHARLESTON. W.Va. - Big East 
-CommissioncrMichacl Tranghese said 
Monday a brawl between the benches of 


West Virginia and Syracuse was an 
“embarra.ssineni to the conference." 

Tranghese said he is revjcwing film on 
the game, a 20-17 Syracuse victory after 
-whieh-Wesi-Virginin-coache.s.-players and 
others ridiculed the officials' handling of 
the fight and later an interference call. 

‘“I’m disappointed with wlial happened 
because 1 think it’s taken away completely 
from a great college football game," he 
said. "And I think it's an embarrassment 
to the conference.

BOISE - Idaho has moved up another 
notch in the NCAA Division 1-AA 
football rankings, setting up a 
showdown next Saturday between the 
No. 2 Vandals and top-ranked Northern 
Iowa.

But Eastern Washington (4-2, 3-1) 
dropped from 1 6th. to a tic for 20th with 
Jackson State afier losing to Idaho, 38- 
2 Tin Cheney, Wash. 

The Vandals (6-0, 3-0), who next 
travel. to Cedar Falls to face No. I 
Northern Iowa, moved from third to first 
in scoring offense among all I-AA teams 
with their victory over the Eoglcs. 
Idaho's scoring average improved to 
41.3 points os it maintained (he national 
lead in total offense with almost 506 
yards per game. 

Idaho also is second in the Big Sky to 
Weber State, but third nationally, in 
passing offense. Junior quarterback 
Doug Nussmeier, who leods the Big Sky 
in total offense ond passing efficiency, 
and senior receiver Yo Murphy hove 


helped the Vnndnis average more than 
298 yards per game through tlic air. 

Combined with the conference’s top 
rushing offcn.se paced by .sophomore 
running back Shemden May. averaging 
207.5 yards per game. Idaho has been 
unbeatable so far. 

May also leads tiic nation in scoring,

sclting the Big Sky pace in all-puiposc 
running. In scoring. May is first among 
three Vandals in the conference’s top 
five - kicker Mike flollis is second and 
Mutphy is fifih. 

Despite theirdosing record, Montana 
State continues to be the Big Sky's top 
defensive tcom. The Dobcois (3-4. 1-3) 
arc first in the league in pass defense, 
total defense and scoring defense, giving 
up fewer than 298 yards and just over 15 
points per game. 

Montana Stale also has the Big Sky’s 
best turnover margin, thanks in large 
mcdSlirc to junior defensive backs 
Morgan Ryan.

Boise State’s Mike Wilson remained 
the conference’s top receiver.

UNLV president blasts 
Mirty tricks’ campaign

LAS VEGAS - UNLV President Roben 
_Max.s_on_mQ(Jc on_ impassioned defen.se of 
his .ndniinisfration Monday while 6ln.siing a 
"whole campaign of dirty trick.s" he 
claimed supporters of former basketball 
coach Jeny Tarkanian have waged .against 
the university, 

Maxson, in an appearance before a 
Itfgblative subcommittee probing events 
surrounding Tark.nnian’s resignation, lushed 
n ut 11 1 who hti vc- q uest inne d his 

credibility and blamed them for trying to 
sabotage the university. 

"My university lius conducted it.self in an 
ethical, moral way and 1 think this is a sad 
day." Maxson said in concluding an 
opening statement that lasted I hour, 40 
minutes. 

Maxson spent much of the morning 
outlining his relationship with Tarkanian, 
saying he was supportive of the former 
Runnin’ Rebel coach up through the point 
last year when Tarkanian agreed to resign 
following the publication pf photos 
showing former players in a hot tub with 
convicted sports fixer Richard Perry. 

Maxson accused Tarkanian and his 
supporters of then mounting an 
orchestrated campaign to discredit him and 
the university. He said the campaign 
included threats to university employees, 
forged letters and oitempis to get student 
leaders to dig up dirt on the university 
president. 

“Lillie did 1 know that within days of the 


resignation thc}|' would begin an 
orchestrated attempt to discredit the 
university or anyone perceived to be an 
enem y ofth e program." Maxso n said. 

Maxson dehlea he had' cver~bccn out to '" 
get Tarkanian, citing letters he wrote’ in 
support of the coach to (he NCAA and 
others .since being named president of the 
university in the summer of 1 984. 

"I never tried to dismantle the basketball 
team.” Maxson said. "1 never tried to 
discredit Jerry Tarkanian." 

_■ _M a.xson was interrupted seveni ti mes by 
questions from Assemblyman Jim 
McGaughcy, who chairs the ihrcc-mcmber 
subcommittee. At one point. McGaughcy 
refused to allow Maxson's attorney. 
Richard Wright, to respond, prompting un 
angry retort from the university prc.sidcnt. 

"1 would respectfully ask you not 
interrupt me." Maxson said. "I was invited 
here to make an opening statement. I would 
like to finish my opening statement." 

Some 200 people, mostly supporters of 
Tarkanian. crowded' into a meeting room at 
the Cashman Field complex, to hear 
Maxson outline his dealings with Tarkanian 
and his accomplishments since taking over 
at UNLV. 

Maxson said he was proudest of the 
academic accomplishments he has presided 
over at the university, which has nearly 
doubled in size since he took over. 

"UNLV never claimed to be a Harvard of 
the west." he said., "We were just working 
our fannies off to be a good public 
university for the state of Nevada."

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Cold fusion focus shifts 
to Japan with conference 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - When 
the University of Utah announced dis- 
covery of the phenomenon known as 
- ‘.'cold, fusion" nearly , four years ago, 
scientists warned of what might hap- 
pen if Japan were to take the lead on 

— research, 

The worst-case scenario, they said, 
had its inventors defecting to Japanese 
corporate giants, the Japanese out- 
spending America on research and, 
the greatest fear of all, a Japanese suc- 
cess at cold- fusion experimenu. 

It’s almost as if they had a crystal 
ball, according to a copyrighted story 
in Monday's Salt Lake Tribune. 

Former University of Utah electro- 
chemist and cold fusion pioneer Stan- 
ley Pons has been working in France

The Japanese government has put 
up S20 million in cold fusion funding 
and, according to some scientists, the 
Japanese have made significant 
progress in hiimcssing the elusive : 

could change the world. 

Japan’s central role in cold fusion 
research will take center stage, begin- 
ning Wednesday, when it will hold 
the Third International Conference on 
Cold Fusion in Nagoya, a city of 2 
million in Japan’s industrial heartland. 
The first conference was held in 
— Sa!l-Lake-City-in*1990,-and-tho-scc-- 
ond was lost summer in Como, Italy. 

“By the time we were into 1991, it 
was evident the Japanese were play- 
' ing-the leading role, so it was natural 
it was moved to Japan,’’ Pons told the 
Tribune in a telephone interview. 

' But the man -tvho headed the U.S. 
government's effort to substantiate 
cold fusion says the evidence on ci- 
ther side of the Pacific is still too thin. 

“It turns out there’s a small group 
of people who arc completely overrat- 


ing what's going on in Japan," said 
John Huizenga, a University of 
Rochester nuclear chemist and author 
-of-'Xold Fusion - The Scientific Fias- 
co of the Century.” 

Huizenga says Japanese work con- 
-tains— the— same— pitfalls— that— liQve- 
plagucd the research from the begin- 
ning; The measurements arc inaccu- 
rate and the results inconsistent. 

Pons and his British colleague, 
Martin Flcischmonn, stunned the sci- 
entific world in March 1989 ilicy 
claimed to have produced a fusion re- 
action. in a table-top experiment at 
room temperature.' 

Pons and Fleishmann have since 
left the university and a fusion re- 
search institute at on adjacent rc.scarch 
park closcd-foa4ack-of private funding, 
alter two years. 

Japan’s Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry has committed 
about $20 million to cold fusion dur- 
ing the next four years, says Eugene 
Mallovc, a former science writer for 

nology whose own cold-fusion book, 
"Fire From Ice,” tells a difTcrent story. 

“Japan is developing this now.... I 
can't see how the United Slates can 
afford to ignore it,” Mallovc said. 

The debate still has significance for 
Utah taxpayers who, as owners of the 
publicly funded university, have a 
stake-m thc-patcouapplications made., 
on tlic Pons-Flcischmann work. 

No patents have been issued and 
some of the applications have been 
denied or abandoned, but the universi- 
ty still spends more than $100,000 an- 
nually in legal fees. 

Japan’s success has been led by Ak- 
ito Tokahoshi, a University of Osaka 
nuclear engineer whose work still is 
Based roughly Pons’ and Fleis- 
chmann’s original palladium rod-in-a- 
bcakcr design. 


TakahiLshi said his experiments arc 
delivering the same kind of results 
Pons and FIcischmann reporicd:*mys- 
.tcrious discliarges of.copious. amounts, 
of energy. 

“Taken at face value. Takahashi’s 
■results— are— more— impressive th n n_ 
ours.’-'says Michael McKubre, whose 
experiments at a private research lab 
in Menlo Park. Calif., arc considered 
among the most believable in the 
United States. 

But in cold fusion, "face value" 
docs not carry much spending power. 

Takahashi varied the electrical 
current in his experiment in order to 
stimulate bursts of “nuclear heat,” but 
those variations make it difficult to 
mea.surc where the energy is coming 
from. _ _ _ _ _ i_ " 

“It’s true TakahasHi has'madc a ' 
claim of hundreds of watts of power 
over a prolonged period, but when 
you look at it carefully, it really 
doesn’t hold up,” said Huizenga.
